Francis  Lowell  Batchelder.  Born  in  Lowell,  Mass.,  April  2, 
1825.  Parents  moved  to  Saco  when  he  was  six  years  old  ;  there 
fitted  for  College.  Devotes  two  pages  of  the  Class-Book  to  some 
reminiscences  of  his  early  life.  After  graduating,  studied  law  at 
Cambridge.     Married.     Died. 


Thomas  Blair.  Born  Nov.  20,  1825,  in  Western  Pennsylvania. 
Attended  Academy  in  Pittsburg,  from  12  to  16  years  of  age.  Then 
joined  Western  University  of  Penn.,  where  he  remained  until 
August,  1843,  when  he  entered  Cambridge,  and  became  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Cla«s  of  1844.  Devotes  nearly  two  pages  of  the  Class- 
Book  to  an  outline  of  his  early  life.  Removed  to  Pennsylvania 
and  went  into  business. 


George  Merrick  Brooks.  Born  in  Concord,  Mass.,  July  26, 
182 1-.  Remained  at  Ar-ademy  in  Concord  until  1836.  Placed  on 
a  form  at  Pomfret,  Ct.,  for  a  year  ;  afterwards  fitted  for  College 
at  Waltham.  Gives  an  account  of  his  early  experiences  in  Class- 
Book.  Studied  law  at  Cambridge  and  Concord,  and  commenced 
practice  in  his  native  town.  In  1850,  married.  Has  been  a  mem- 
ber of  the  legislature  one  year,  and  represented  for  one  year  the 
Fourth  Middlesex  District  in  the  State  Senate.  Was  at  this  time 
chosen  on  the  committee  to  revise  the  Statutes  of  Massachusetts. 
Has  also  filled  a  few  town  offices.  At  present,  practising  law  in 
Concord. 


Charles  James  Capen.  Born  in  South  Boston,  April  5,  1823. 
Fitted  for  College  at  Public  Latin  School,  Boston.  Since  gradu- 
ating, has  been  engaged  in  teaching,  and  is  now  connected  with 
the  Public  Litin  School  in  "Boston.  Married  April,  1848,  and 
resides  at  Dedham. 


George  Blajtkern  Cary.  Born  in  Boston,  Dec.  2,  1824.  Fitted 
for  College  at  the  Boston  Latin  School.  After  graduating,  passed 
a  year  in  foreign  travel.  On  his  return,  commenced  the  profes- 
sion of  law  in  Dane  Law  School,  where  "  he  became  distingu  shed 
for  his  accurate  perceptions  of  the  principles  of  the  law,  and  a 
just  discrimination  of  its.positive  rules."

Since  graduating,  studied  law.  lias  spent  most  of  .his  time  in 
foreign  travel,  and  was  appointed  several  yeai'S  since  Secretary 
of  Legation  at  Bruxelles.     At  present  in  this  country. 


Egbert  Codman.  Born  in  Dorchester,  March  8,  1823.  Prepar- 
ed for  College  at  Dummer  Academy,  Byfield,  Mass.  Studied  law 
at  Dane  Law  School,  and  practised  in  Boston  since  1848.  Mar- 
ried in  New  York,  Nov.,  1854. 


JuDAH  Crowell.  Born  in  Yarmouth,  Mass.,  Jan.  31,  1820. 
After  graduating,  studied  medicine.  Died  in  South  Yarmouth, 
Mass.,  Feb.  11,  184Y. 


Charles  William  Dabney.  Born  Aug.  10,  1823,  at  Payal.  Pre- 
pared for- College  at  Fayal  and  at  Paris,  under  E.  S.  Brooks,  tutor. 
Married  1849.  Merchant.  Appointed  Major  of  the  44th  Regi- 
ment Mass.  Vols.,  and  was  with  them  during  the  campaign  in 
North  Carolina.  At  present  engaged  in  mercantile  life.  Resides 
at  West  Roxbury. 


John  Call  Dalton.     Born  Feb.  2,  1825,  at  Chelmsford,  Mass. 
Pitted  for  College  at  Lowell  and  Waltham,   under  Rev.  Samuel 


Ripley.  After  gTaduating,  studied  medicine  with  liis  father,  and 
attended  lectures  in  Boston.  In  181.6,  appointed  House-apothe- 
cary at  the  Mass.  General  Hospital,  and  in  the  year  following 
House-surg-eon.  Practised  his  profession  for  a  short  time  in  Bos- 
ton, and  afterwards  removed  to  New  York  State,  where  he  lec- 
tured on  Physiology  in  the  University  of  Buffalo.  In  1855  he 
was  appointed  Professor  of  Phj^siology  and  Microscopic  Anatomy 
in  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  in  the  City  of  New 
York.
